The 1990-91 Student Council was faced 
with numerous challenges during this year’s 
campaign, but under the careful guidance of 
Dr. Drake and some experienced members, 
the group managed to have a productive 
year. 

With the "wonderful” new schedule, the 
Council was initially faced with a struggle to 
obtain senior privileges. Senior Phillip Avant 
and Richard Fitzgerald provided extensive 
data about other school’s senior privileges 
which proved to be very valuable to the Stu- 
dent Council lobbyists. After endless hours 
of debate with Doctors Paschall and Drake, 
a compromise was reached: the senior 
class Privilege List would become an all- 
encompassing Headmaster’s List and sen- 


iors would be allowed to leave campus on 
Fridays for lunch when the Headmaster 
deemed appropriate. 

After clearing this hurdle, the Student 
Council managed to organize a highly suc- 
cessful post-game dance after the Big Red 
stomped Warren Central. Funds from this 
function, along with those from a duds day, 
helped put a small dent in the Council’s mas- 
sive debt, incurred from the mysterious pur- 
chase of two $1,250 basketball goals. De- 
spite these financial woes, the Student 
Council managed to sponsor the Soup Kitch- 
en once again, providing the MBA students 
with the opportunity to give something back 
to the community. 

The Council’s greatest accomplishment 


this year came in the form of a successful 
amendment to the Student Council Constitu- 
tion. In hopes of getting more students in- 
volved in school affairs, the amendment pro- 
posed that the present duties of the class 
officials (serving as both class officers and 
student council representatives) be split 
into two separate offices.

The 1990-1991 school year brought with it 
the continued tradition of the Honor Council. 
Created in 1945 by Dr. R.L. Sager, the Honor 
Council, a group of twelve students annually 
elected by their respective classmates, 
serves as the governing body of the MBA 
Honor Code. The MBA Honor Code stipu- 
lates that no student shall “lie, cheat, steal, 
or deceive.” The Code exists so that the 
individual student may enjoy learning and liv- 
ing in an environment in which he does not 
have to worry about theft, lying, or deception 
by another student. To judge those wayward 
students who have violated this Code, a 
body of MBA students from grades eight 
through twelve convenes when notified. This 


year, the Council was under the leadership 
of President Logan Porter, Vice-President 
Frank Bass, Secretary Casey Jones, and 
Treasurer George Adams. The 1990-1991 
Honor Council also included representatives 
Rob Welhoelter (eighth grade), Charlie 
Thombs and Taylor Harris (ninth grade), Ju- 
lian Bibb and John Arendale (tenth grade), 
and Jackson Wray, Scott Hande, and Alex 
Rogers (eleventh grade). The first semester 
saw the Honor Council deal with only three 
cases. As the year progressed, however, 
the number of cases did increase. Although 
the Council did hear a large number of 
cases, it, nevertheless, did not have as 
many cases as in years past. Punishments 


this year ranged from a warning to a three 
day in school suspension. 

The Honor Code exists for the benefit of 
the entire student body. Let it be known, 
however, that the Code cannot work if the 
students do not try to comprehend the 
Code’s rules and regulations and then follow 
them. It is imperative for each and every 
student to make an individual effort to act in 
accordance with the rules inscribed in the 
Constitution of the MBA Honor Code. Only 
then will students be able to enjoy truly their 
experience at Montgomery Bell Academy.

The foundation of a great School is either a great 
student body or a great faculty — or so It has been said. 
But at Montgomery Bell Academy the students would 
never get the chance to learn nor the faculty get the 
opportunity to teach without the Board of Trust’s gener- 
osity and leadership. This year as always the Board of 
Trust has operated in the best Interest of the community 
and has Insured that M.B.A. will endure and prosper. 

The Board of Trust’s history is closely linked with 
Montgomery Bell Academy’s own. M.B.A.’s heritage 
goes back to the University of Nashville, Cumberland 
College, and Davidson Academy. In the early nineteenth 
century, Cumberland College boasted of such promi- 
nent trustees as Andrew Jackson, James K. Polk, and 
Andrew Johnson. Years later. Board member Dempsy 
Weaver used funds from Montgomery Bell’s estate to 
establish Montgomery Bell Academy. In the late nine- 
teenth century, the Board of Trust blocked an attempt 
by Peabody to annex M.B.A. In 1911, Trustee Judge 
Robert Ewing introduced Mr. Issac Ball as the new 
Headmaster of M.B.A. Under the guidance of Mr. Ball, 
the Board of Trust acquired a thirty-two acre tract of 
land with a house to provide for future expansion. 

In 1965, the Board, under President John Sloan, com- 
menced an ambitious rebulding program which saw the 
completion of Brownlee O. Currey Gymnasium and the 
renovation of Wallace Hall. In the 1980’s, under the 
leadership of President Joe Davis, the Board of Trust 
embarked on a major fund drive. Their generosity led to 
the construction of Jack C. Massey Hall for the Junior 
School, the renovation of the Old Science Building, the 
completion of the new football stadium, the track, the 
baseball field, and five tennis courts. Presently, W. Rid- 
ley Wills Is the Chairman of the Baord of Trustees. 



Development Office 


Mr. Tom Weaver and Mrs. Ruth Napier are in charge 
of the Development Office, which raises money and 
serves the alumni. MBA is fortunate that the money they 
raise does not have to be used to pay the annual bills as 
it does In most schools but can go directly into an 
endowment fund managed by three brokerage firms. 
The interest from this fund not only pays expenses but 
also subsidizes each student’s tuition. Last year, the 
program was very successful. Before 1987, the school 
raised money primarily by holding capital campaigns, 
fundraisers for specific goals such as the one In 1982 
that raised $7.5 million for the Massey building, the new 
gym, improvement of the athletic field, and Increasing 
the endowment. The capital campaign was officially 
terminated after producing a total of $11 million. 

Currently, two mini-capital campaigns are underway. 
The Lowry Chair will provide a salary supplement as 
well as book and film money for Mrs. Lowry. When she 
retires. It is the purpose of this chair to attract the 
highest caliber teacher to take her place. The fund for 
the Lowry Chair has been targeted for a half million. The 
second of the mini-campaigns has resulted in the ren- 
ovation of the science labs this past summer. The next 
big project to be considered Is a “multi-purpose build- 
ing with emphasis on the arts, including an auditorium.” 

Besides handling MBA’s financial affairs, the Devel- 
opment Office serves the alumni. In 1987, the first alum- 
ni list which includes each alumnus’s address and occu- 
pation was published. An updated list will be made ev- 
ery five years.

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On February 15, Jackson Wray inter- 
viewed Coach Owen about the 1990-91 
season. 

Q. What were the high and low points of 
the 90-91 season? 

A. I think that one of the high points was 
the win against Warren Central because 
they are a strong football program, and 
they put us over an Important hump on the 
way to an undefeated season. I think that 
the low point was the game against Hills- 
boro. We got caught up In the Homecom- 
ing festivities and the t-shirts, and we 
went out and were almost embarrassed. 
Another high point was the Hillwood game 
with two 9-0 teams squaring off. We 
played extremely well on both sides of 
the ball. The Gallatin games was huge 
because it was our twelfth win, and our 
defense played great. The Germantown 
game was of course a downer because 
anytime you lose In tournament play, you 
are not exactly satisfied. 



The first test of the season for the Red 
came from district foe Pearl-Cohn, but the 
Big Red triumphed behind three touchdowns 
by quarterback De Thompson. The next test 
for our gridiron warriors arrived when Warren 
Central, Ky. came to do battle on a rainy 
night in the fourth week of the young season. 
The defense controlled the line of scrim- 
mage and held Damon Hood, Mr. Football in 
Kentucky, in check. It took an overtime, how- 
ever, before MBA finally prevailed. In the 
sixth week of the season, the pigskin war- 
riors beat Ryan at Vanderbilt for the first 
time in ten years. On that night, the team was 
led by the defense and the golden toe of Pat 
Harkleroad as they triumphed 2 1 -3. The next 
week, MBA traveled to Whites Creek, and for 


Q. To what do you attribute the suc- 
cess of the past season? 

A. I think that It had to do with Senior 
leadership as much as anything. All of our 
seniors did a great job of that. Football 
hasn’t changed any. The teams that 
block, tackle, and kick the best generally 
win. It makes no difference what forma- 
tions you run. If you do those three things 
the best, you will have a successful sea- 
son. 

Q. Why did you change to the wishbone 
formation this year? 

A. There were several reasons for the 
change. First, we felt that De had the abil- 
ity to read the defense and make the cor- 
rect choice, and he had quick feet to 
make it work. We also wanted to put Rob- 
ert and Glenn in the same backfield, and 
give Chris a chance to carry the ball in- 
side. 
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the first time, they beat the Creek behind 
touchdowns by Shad Weaver and Glenn Har- 
ris. This win set up the inevitable — a mat- 
chup of two unbeatens.On the final night of 
the regular season, MBA and Millwood 
squared off in a game that pitted two teams 
with identical 9-0 records. The game was 
played at MBA, and the prize was the Dis- 
trict championship which the players want- 
ed so badly. The Hilltoppers never had a 
chance. The Red won by a 20-0 count and 
clinched the first district championship in 
four years. In the first round of the playoffs, 
MBA rebuffed a challenge from Beech and 
their All- Metro running back Dennis Mimms 
with a dramatic interception return for a 
touchdown by Joe Underwood. In the 2nd 


round, the team travelled to Gallatin to chal- 
lenge the defending State Champions. In a 
defensive duel, the only score was a De 
Thompson touchdown plunge set up by Rob- 
ert Echols’ interception deep in Green Wave 
Territory. This dream season was finally 
brought to an end by the Germantown Red 
Devils who were eventual runners-up in the 
state. 

The team was led by Quarterback De 
Thompson who was honored as the Metro 
MVP for the 1990 football campaign. Run- 
ning backs Robert Echols, Glenn Harris, 
Andy Russ, Shad Weaver, and Chris Vlahos 
(an honorable mention All-State selection) 
combined to give the team a diverse and 
effective running attack. Thompson’s strikes 


frequently found the hands of Tate McDan- 
iel, a fellow senior and the leading receiver 
on the team. The offensive line was an- 
chored by Brian Bleecker and Jeff Lund- 
strom. The suffocating defense was led by 
lineman Adin Lara, linebackers Robert 
Echols and Matt Poe, and corners Todd 
Foust and David Mason.

The first loss for the team came in a 
close decision against nationally- 
ranked Whites Creek.

The sprinters also fought hard and won 
many points for the team with stong per- 
formances by Carter “SAT” Baker, Chris 
“Gaius” Trabue, Jarratt Bell, Austin 
Koon, Brian Norment, Hal PIckel, Robert 
West, and “Joe Alternate,” alias John 
Dunkerley. 

The distance group had exceptional 
depth this year, allowing Coach Pruitt to 
juggle the lineup when need be. The heir 
apparent to Keith and Casey as distance 
czar is Roy Alley, strong In the 3200, 
1600, 800, and 4 x 800. Other members of 
the 3200 relay team in various meets 
were Ray Brooks, David Wyckoff, Rob 
(not Bob) West, George Rietz, Hal PIckel, 
and John Crosslin. Ray also was strong in 
the open 800. Competing in the 1600 and 
3200 were Justin Crosslin, John Crosslin, 
George Rietz, Jason “False Start” Bar- 
ton, Taylor Harris, Matt Zibas, and Frazier 
Buntin. 

The highlight of the season was win- 
ning the Region III AAA Meet over Whites 
Creek by 39 points.

A Conversation with James 
Womack 

“Traditionally, the community art 
shows have been one way in which 
we’ve always contributed to the 
overall notion of the arts in the 
community. It’s sort of an outreach 
program In a sense. What we tried to 
do Is to look for artists whose work 
is challenging or relevant or 
appropriate to this kind of a setting, 
and I don’t mean just picture card 
kind of stuff but something that really 
raises questions about what Is art 
and what is quality in art. I’ve often 
thought that the orange thing entitled 
“Indada” by Ned Crouch behind the 
library is one of the most helpful 
images on campus because it draws 
the most attention. ’What is this 
thing? Why is this thing here? Who 
did this thing?’ — all of the kind of 
questions that come up (including 
how much is it worth) and that’s 
important. It’s Important that art is an 
imagery, is part of one’s environment; 
it’s not just simply what goes good 
over the couch or what Is pleasing, 
but there are many different ways In 
which art communicates, and I think 
it’s an Important part of the way we 
view our environment.’’

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This year was the second that Montgom- 
ery Bell Academy students have participat- 
ed in the student tutoring program at the 
Nashville Boy’s Club. Run by students and 
led by Mr. Moxley and Susan Freeman, a 
Boy’s Club staff member, the program offers 
children from local elementary schools a 
chance to receive educational assistance 
from a group of about ten MBA juniors and 
seniors every Tuesday and Thursday. 

The tutors act not only as academic men- 
tors but also as role models. The tutoring 
process works both ways because as MBA 
students, we are given a chance to learn 
about a different area of the community. 

A typical day at the Boy’s Club Includes an 
educational process mixed with antics and 
fun. The kids are often not excited to begin 
work, and the tutor’s job is to make learning 
enjoyable. Any totoree who has a productive 
afternoon receives an award. Tutorees who 
have several successive, productive ses- 
sions get to go on an excursion, such as to a 
movie or other fun activity. 

Although much of the tutoring consists of 
helping the children with their homework. 


there are many other educational exercises 
as well. The activities focus on specific 
weaknesses of particular girls or boys, such 
as in the areas of reading or mathematics. 
Tutors and tutorees can often be found read- 
ing a book or working with flash cards to 
improve the child’s mathematic tables. 
Teaching the children current events is an- 
other popular activity. By reading newspa- 
pers and magazines, the children can learn 
about events happening around the world or 
close to home. Magazines such as High- 
lights, Weekly Reader, Boys’ Life, and oth- 
ers are used for these programs. An occa- 
sional trip to the art room to paint and draw 
is also a nice break from the routine of study- 
ing. The Boys’ Club also has a computer that 
can be used by both tutors and tutorees. 

Overall, the goal of the Boys’ Club tutor 
program is to enrich the lives of both the 
tutoree and the tutor. The MBA student tu- 
tors have unique friendships with each tu- 
toree, and the MBA boys gain a great sense 
of accomplishment by watching their pupils 
learn and grow.

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A Little Note From the Editors 

To whom it may concern (that’s you!): 

I’m writing this little note at 2:00 am in the morning in a little room of that 
school that I thought that I graduated from two weeks ago. The final 
deadline is approaching. In less than two days, all of the effort over the past 
year will come to a sudden, although merciful halt. After five years I have 
moved from typing articles to designing mug spreads to managing the 
layout to organizing the entire book. Now, finally, I can sit back and enjoy the 
fruits of a seemingly endless task. 

Throughout the year of working on the Bell, I have noticed a lot about 
myself, my fellow students, and our peculiar relationship with this place we 
call the Hill. For me it has been six long years, fighting a strong current to 
break the mold and find Individuality. Like the empty faces of the school 
children in the Wall, academic institutions such as ours seem to try to spit 
our perfectly molded little preppies. 

Over the years, many things have changed with MBA. As a six-year 
veteran, I have witnessed a lot of change in the students and the institution 
Itself. As a student body, we have begun to Idolize the wanna-be-radicals. I 
am talking about the rebellious students who are different merely to attract 
attention to themselves. We should not be rated by how long our hair is or 
what brand of clothes we wear. We are all individuals because of what we 
think in our minds. Our main struggle is to resist the temptation to follow 
everyone and to find our own selves, not just to find who we want to think we 
are. In the past MBA has always been blessed with individuals who were not 
interested in attention or in fighting the system — rather they acted as they 
did out of their own conscience. 

As a note on the school in general. I have really enjoyed having Dr. 

Paschall as a teacher, as a headmaster, and as a trusted counselor. He has 
brought much needed changes to the school and to the classroom 
especially. He practices a form of teaching that seems almost dead at MBA. 

The best part of Dr. Paschall’s class is that the student knows that his 
opinion counts, no matter how wrong it may be. Instead of dictating the 
meaning of works to note-taking, fact-regurgitating slaves. Dr. Paschall 
leads a dialogue to explore the meaning of the work. If only this method and 
idealogy could spread to the other classrooms. 

For the school as a whole. Dr. Paschall has been Instrumental in Initiating 
a new belief in the importance of the arts. He is encouraging students to 
look beyond the core prepartory courses. He has created a more relaxed 
mood around campus and this has opened up more avenues for 
individuality. I am very much in favor of the relaxed system, but this approval 
comes with a few regrets. Having been a student under Mr. Bondurant, I 
know the dangers of a strict, stiff learning environment. The problem with the 
new system is that we still have the old rules, but they are not enforced 
consistently. At the beginning of the year, each student receives a 
handbook stating all of the rules of the school. Friction develops among 
students and faculty and administration when the rules are written but are 
not enforced. These are only my opinions. I don’t know all the answers, but I 
would like to see some of these problems mended. 

As you look through this book, try to remember the feelings of what we 
were in the year 1991 and see how we change over the years. This is your 
time capsule. In it you find the people, places, and memories that are 
Montgomery Bell Academy. We must always remember who we were in 
order to discover who we are and who we can become. 


May we all rest in peace. 
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It’s 2:00 in the afternoon, on July 16, 1991 and I am re-writing the 
editor’s note that we wrote a couple of months ago. I celebrated my 
eighteenth birthday yesterday, and I register for college next week, but 
I am still not through with this book. 

The final deadline for the yearbook was a month ago. On that 
triumphant day we sent the last pages off to Montgomery, AL to be 
processed. Now our job is to sift through proof pages and correct 
mistakes made by the plant, ourselves and our staff. This has been a 
long tiresome job, but it’s okay.
